Excellent Crops There But Bad 
Tie-up Exists in Railway 
Transportation 


Vegreville district reports excellent | 


crops this season but a bad tie-up in 
grain transportation. Thresning i4 
completed. Owing to the inability of 
the railway to move tne grain. and 
the consequent blockade in the ele- 
vators, some farmers whoée crop ex- 
ceeds their granary space are com-~- 
pelled to pile taeir grain on the 
ground, trusting to the favor of the 
elements for its safety. 

Oats have yie'ded from 75 to 115 
bushels per acre and wheat from 26 
to 40. In the immediate neighborhood 
of Vegreville Mr. Wagner nas 26,000 
bushels of oats and Mr. McGowan has 
65,000. It is estimated that 4,000 car- 
loads of grain are available for ship- 
ment this season along the C. N, R. 
line between Lamont and Vegrevil’e 
a distance of 90 miles, Up to Satur- 
day last Vegreville had saipped 66 
cars, and Lavoie 12, with other points 
in proportion. At the rate of shipment 
so far attaincd it will take five years 
to ship this years’ crop. 

A comparison between conditions 
on the C.N.R. at Vegreville and at 
Ki'lam, fifty-miles south on the C.P. 
R. discloses the interesting fact that 
up to last Saturday Killain had ship- 
ped 188 cars of grain this season and 
that owing to the difference between 
chipping ‘conditione on the two lines, 
oate that were worth 47 cents at the 
farmer’s wagon in Killam were worth 
onty 44 cents at Vegrevitle,,A like 
difference in price in favor of the C. 
P.R. prevails in the price of wheat 
and barley. Assuming that the export 
crop on the 90 miles of C.N.R. 
line reaches two million bushe’s the 
difference in price between the C.N 
R. and C.P.R. points mentioned 
would mean a 4ifference of $60 000 
against the farmers on the C.N. line 
as compared with their neighbors on 
the C.P.R.
